THE NATION 


ARTICLE | 


The Irish nation hereby affirms its inalienable, 
indefeasible, and sovereign right to choose its own 
form of Government, to determine its relations with 
other nations, and to develop its life, political, 
economic and cultural, in accordance with its own 
genius and traditions. 


ARTICLE 2 


It is the entitlement and birthright of every person 
born in the island of Ireland, which includes its 
islands and seas, to be part of the Irish Nation. That is 
also the entitlement of all persons otherwise qualified 
in accordance with law to be citizens of Ireland. 
Furthermore, the Irish nation cherishes its special 
affinity with people of Irish ancestry living abroad 
who share its cultural identity and heritage. 


ARTICLE 3 


1 It is the firm will of the Irish nation, in harmony 
and friendship, to unite all the people who share 
the territory of the island of Ireland, in all the
